ouc of my flowers, and then went homc and 
madc nice honey fbr Dennis. Wcrc they 
not vcry good? Oh ! I fec Papa and 
Mamma inthegardcns Ict usgo tothem, rf 
you plcafc, Sir/' 

De RoufiUon complimented Sir Dennis' 
and Lady Malone on the uncommon know- 
Icdgc of their fon. 

" Other children, my Lord, have equal 
abilitics, and could as eafily leam what would 
improvc their minds, as my own, if inftruc- 
tion was rendered an amufemcnt. All children 
love to look at pi«5turesi from thofe, properly 
arrangcd and defcribed, hiftory becomes fa- 
miliär CO them, their fcelings arc exerted,

under my care. I confide in you, as meh of 
honor, for proteftion : I leave you to con- 
fider what 1 have feid, and hope you will 
give me an anfwcr to-morrow, favorable to 
xny wißics.

" Titled and rieh, thoiigh old and morofe, 
hc made propofals to my fäther for me, be- 
caüfe that father's intereft was vcry great;, 
and he hoped by marrying his only daughter 
tö- bring him over to his own opinion. My 
father not only, likc too many more, rcjoiced 
tö^add wealth to wealth, and title to title, buc 
knowing that the prefent dilpofitioh of the 
Marquis was iniinical to the court, and that

Yet he'wifhed me 
to drcfs with tafle and fplendor. If I was not

Detany oppreiTed with the weight of his 
uhcle^ and aftonifhed beyond expreflion at his 
words, ftood immovcablc. Fitzroy gcndy 
uking one arm from the fiioukkr of A^S^^-* 
tus^ and placing it upon his own> fald,

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" Givc mc Icave to affift you, my Lord : 
Did you not reccivc a Iqtter from Lord Ck- 
ranbridge bcforc you left Dublin?" 

" Yes, I have it in my pocket, I could 
not take courage to break the feal, one dread* 
ful Icttcr was cnough for mc."
